The visit of Pope John Paul Il, a 
great and historic event, occurred in 
Michigan this weekend and it started 
in Romulus. Mayor Beverly McAnally 
was invited as a distinguished guest 
to greet the Pope to our area upon his 
arrival at Metro Airport Friday evening, 
September 18. The Mayor invited me to 
accompany her to this private, invita- 
tion-only reception for the Pope, and 
it was a great honor and joy to have 
been a part of this historic event. 

The dignitaries present Friday 
night to officially greet the Pope were 
Archbishop Szoka, Cardinal Dearden, 
Governor James Blanchard, U.S. Sena- 
tors Donald Riegle and Carl Levin, a 
representative from the Wayne County 
Executive’s office, Mayor McAnally, 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young, Daniel 
Murphy, Mayor Moore of Pontiac, the 
mayor of Hamtramck and the Chair- 
man of the McComb County Board of 
Commissioners. 


In awaiting the Pontiff’s arrival, it 
was as though his spirituality and 
goodness had already permeated the 
atmosphere with a warm and pleasant 
feeling. Upon the Pope’s arrival, the 
Archbishop, Mayor McAnally, Gover- 
nor Blanchard and other dignitaries 
were on the tarmac to greet him as he 
descended from his plane, Shepherd |. 
Mayor McAnally had the honor of shak- 
ing the Pope’s hand, and personally 
welcomed him to Romulus. The Pope 
then boarded the helicopter for Detroit. 


In the message he delivered at Hart. 


Plaza on Saturday, the Pope spoke on 
social justice, and the need to Strive 
for an international solidarity, a con- 
tinual awareness of our sense of jus- 
tice, a unity of brotherhood, and work- 
er dignity. He stated we are, “.. . for- 
tunate to live in a free land and should 
cherish and protect that freedom.” 
Vice President George Bush was 
present at Metro Airport on Saturday 


on behalf of the United States Govern- 
ment to bid farewell to Pope John Paul. 
The Vice President commented on the 
Pope’s historic and inspirational visit 
to our land, and said that he will re- 
main here in our hearts and has raised 
our eyes to the light of God. He also 
stated, “The Pope symbolizes love. He 
listens, he is a beautiful human being 
and has awakened that lovein millions, 
whether or not they are Catholic.” 

In his departure message at Metro 
Airport, Pope John Paul stated, ‘“‘God 
has blessed America from the begin- 
ning to now as America the Beautiful.” 
In stressing our freedom and our quest 
for justice for all mankind, the Pope 
reminded us that we area“... Nation 
under God, with liberty and justice for 
all.” He concluded his message, say- 
ing, “May God Bless you all; God Bless 
America.” 

Approximately 3,000 people were 
present at Metro Airport on Saturday 


night, including well over 100 persons 
from Romulus, to bid a fond farewell 
to the Pontiff. 


The Pope is not only the leader of 
50 million Catholics, but is also Head 
of State of the official government of 
the Vatican. Pope John Paul came as 
a friend of all of us and as an ambas- 
sador of peace and love. He captured 
the hearts of all who saw him. 


| was very honored to have been 
able to share in the great event, an 
event which America has never expe- 
rienced before. | am happy to have 
been an eyewitness of history, whena 
Pope walked among us. This moment 
will always stand out in my memory.

The suggestion that Mo-Ped vehi-

‘day. Block thinks the small, motorized 
bikes are a hazard not only to the riders, 
but also to the drivers of automobiles. 

Block stated that, on his way to the 
Council meeting, two riders of Mo- 
Peds pulled out directly in front of him, 
and, had he not had control of his car, 
he probably would have hit at least one 
of them.

Mistakes can be costly ...so be 
sure to get a bona fide ‘written apprais- 
al’ on all antiques and collectables be- 
fore you sell or buy, especially when 
the items in question have possibili- 
ties or properties of being something 
more than meets the eye. 

Honest and accurate appraisals 
are extremely important for many rea- 
sons. There are competent profession- 
al appraisers of one thing or another 
engaged, full or part-time, all around 
the country and in your own neighbor- 
hood, willing to assist you if you ask 
them before instead of after your trans- 
actions. 

Seeking a ‘qualified appraiser who 
will submit written documentation de- 
tailing what you have, its value, and 
the basis upon which the evaluation 
was made, can be worth more than its 
weight in gold. Imagine having to tan- 
gle with the IRS, insurance claims, rel- 
atives, or a contested will without that 
‘written appraisal’ in hand. 

A bona fide appraisal also gives 
you personal information that can be 
saved along with the item for inheri- 
tance purposes, a confidence that the 
appraisal is a true accounting, and 
protection from ‘faulty appraisals.’ 

Appraisers guilty of misrepresen- 
tation can be subject to fines, penal- 
ties, and a possible lawsuit from the 
owner of the appraised items, along 
with a loss of reputation both in the 
community and the business world. 

Appraisers known as ‘generalists’ 
can appraise almost all antiques. 
Some items will be on a limited basis

because of damage or repair and some 
items will just receive acknowledge- 
ment without a stated value because of 
condition. Other than that, you should 
receive a well-documented appraisal 
from a ‘generalist appraiser’ that will 
stand up in acourt of law. A consulta- 
tion about fee schedules is recom- 
mended before appraisal begins. 
Appraisers known as ‘specialists’ 
usually have more expertise in a single 


-category such as: furs, diamonds 


(gems), good art, guns, coins, Orien- 
tals, glassware, furniture, etc. It is pru- 
dent to seek out the ‘specialist’ if you 
are a one-category collector or single- 
item holder. Appraisal fees for ‘special- 
ists’ can appear to be expensive or out- 
of-line in comparison to other charges 
for appraisals, but they aren’t and are 
well worth the money in the long run. 
Fees can vary greatly because of the 
locale where the appraisal is done, so 
ask for a consultation first. 

Most appraisers will tell you that 
‘collectables’ is a category that is de- 
batable on value and that no two peo- 
ple really agree on the price of any Giv- 
en item. As to value ... each to his 
own. Depression glass, Fiesta, Rose- 
ville, Shirley Temple, Beatles, Presley, 
plus much, much more belong in this 
category. Any reputable dealer can tell 
you if what you have is a ‘collectable.’ 

Tip for today: Don’t be in a hurry to 
buy the ‘Hot Item For The Week’ be- 
cause next week it could be replaced 
by a ‘hotter item, and you will have to 
join the group selling its 300 pieces of 
‘whatevers, a.k.a. ‘mistakes.’

When Lost - Follow These 
Instructions 


If you ever become lost, here is a 
simple formula to help you get on the 
right track and find your way home. 
This formula is what the military is now 
teaching to people in case they be- 
come lost without a compass to help 
direct them. (Actually, it is better than 
a compass because metal will not dis- 
tract this illusion.) 

First, admit you are Jost! Admitting 
you are lost is the first and foremost 
factor in finding out where you are. 

Second, place a short stick or 
branch into the ground at a fairly level. 
spot where the sun will cast a distinct 
shadow. 

Third, place a stone at the top of 
the shadow of the stick or branch. 

Fourth, wait at least twenty min- 
utes or longer until the shadow tip 
moves a few inches. Mark the new 
position in the same way that you did 
the first by placing a stone at the tip of 
the second shadow. 

Fifth, draw a straight line through 
the stones placed at the shadow tips. 
You now have an east-west line. 

To determine which end of the line 
is east and which is west, keep the fol- 
lowing information in mind. Remember 
that the sun rises in the east and sets 
in the west, and that the shadow of the 
sun moves in the opposite direction. 
Therefore, the first stone you put down 
will always be at the west end, and the 
second stone will be at the east end.

You can then determine the direc- 
tions of north and south by drawing a 
straight line perpendicular to the first 
and remembering that, when you are 
facing east, north is to your left, and 
when you are facing west, north is to 
your right. 

If it is too cloudy to cast a shadow, 
remember that you are lost. Wait until 
you are sure that the sun will cast a 
shadow for at least twenty minutes, 
regardless of how long you must wait. 

If you are right handed, you will al- 
ways have a tendency to walk to your 
right, even though you think you are 
walking in a straight line, and if you 
are left handed, you will walk to the 
left. Always, after walking for twenty 
or thirty minutes, follow the same pro- 
cedure to make Sure you are still mov- 
ing in the right direction. 

If you are lost at night, follow the 
diagram below. 
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This is how you find out 
where you are at night time. 
It is sometimes best to lie 
flat on your back and look up 
at the heavens. If it is cloudy 
or very overcast, once again,

This letter is in response to your 
article ““Here’s How To Have A Bet- 
ter Romulus”, September  9,1987 
issue, page 3. 

Your idea of going to the citizens 
of Romulus for their ideas, opinions 
and input regarding a ‘Better Romu- 
lus’ is a good one. Reminding our 
citizens of what it was like in the 
downtown area in the 40’s and 50’s 
was a dream trip back into the child- 
hoods of a good number of us that 
grew up here, but suggesting that 
this community lacks major shop- 
ping centers because our former 
governmental leaders chose to 
“keep it a simple community” is 


about as backward as expecting the: 


present governmental leaders to 
Snap their fingers allowing you to 
buy a Chunick’s mink coat in down- 
town Romulus. 

No one would disagree that it 
would be wonderful for citizens to 
run downtown and be able to shop 
in “‘major’ stores and _ shops. 
Especially for those of us that live in 
the residential areas within walking 
distance, but to lead the same citi- 
zens to believe that by filling out 
your questionnaire and submitting 
same to the “proper people” that it 
will bring that dream to reality is 
misleading them and, in turn, makes 
the governmental leaders of this 
community appear to be unconcern- 
ed, uninformed and incompetant-- 
not to say a few of them may well 
be. 

The reason the “‘corn fields” that 
are now Southland and the “farm- 
land” that is now Westland is that 
after a very expensive and_ suf- 
focated market study, Dayton- 
Hudson Corporation found that the 
greatest return on their dévelop- 
ment and investment dollar would 
come from those particular areas. 
Such market studies are based on 
area population, projected popula- 
tion growth and economic base for 
generations into the future. Please 
understand we are not talking 
26,000 possible shoppers: the popu- 
lation of Romulus within its 36 
square mile borders, but 10,000 x 
26,000 plus. Today, even smaller 
scale Strip Centers based their loca- 
tions on these same _ suffocated 
marketing formulas. The A & P com- 
plex at Belleville Road and I-94 is a 
good example. 

Time and ‘again 
brought to the-attention of this com- 
munity that whether we like it or not 
we are unique in that we have a ma- 


it has been- 


jor Metropolitan Airport that sits on 
9 square miles of prime property 
almost in the middle of the 36 
square miles that make up this fine 
town. This Airport divides the city in- 
to four different sections and to get 
to any point in either of these sec- 
tions requires a 30 to 40 minute 
drive on secondary roads. Even if 
you could get a major commercial 
developer to consider a shopping 
mall, where in this city would you 
suggest it be put? | can drive to four 
major malls in twenty minutes why 
would | drive 40? 

Other small downtown areas 
around us suffer the same problems 
we do; Belleville, New Boston, In- 
kster, Wayne--they even built a 
“mall” with tax dollars that is prac- 
tically a ghost town today and why? 
Because the economic support is 
not there. 

Now, what can we do? Well, we 
look to other small communities 
like Plymouth and Northville and 
see what they have done. They offer 
homey, unique, craft-oriented shops 
and boutiques, gourmet eateries 
and community events are schedul- 
ed and publicized to draw the 
necessary buying crowds. For 
Romulus to do something along this 
line would take a long-term dedi- 
cated effort of all it's business peo- 
ple, it’s governmental agencies, it’s 
elected officials and it’s citizens 
along with suffocated public rela- 
tions program to draw the potential 
consumers. Adequate roads and 
means of transportation would have 
to be developed for easy access to 
the Downtown area---can you im- 
agine trying to tell a guest at the 
Hilton Inn how to get to Downtown 
Romulus? And how should we sup- 
port such a project? It takes bucks, 
it takes time, it takes dedicationtoa 
dream and sad as it is to write, the 
idealistic dreams and the idealistic 
dreamers who dream them are few.

Auto Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome is a Viral caused infection. This 
infection destroys the body’s ability to 
fight other infections. The patient 
becomes very vulnerable to  *her in- 
fectic..5 and certain cancers. A.|.D.S. 
is usually fatal. There is a mild form 
called A.R.C. and is usually mild and 
symptom free. Sometimes but not 
always, A.R.C. progresses to become 
A.|.D.S.. Much is yet to be learned 
whether this is indeed a progression 
or a mild and severe disease. 

A.|.D.S. usually spreads through 
sexual contact in the transference of 
blood products. Only rarely has it 
been possible to detect the spread of 
A.|.D.S. without being able to docu- 
ment sexual contact or transference 
of blood products. The A.I.D.S. virus 
can be killed outside of a victim with 
hot water, soap, detergents: and an- 
tiseptic agents. 

For every known A.I.D.S. victim, 
there are somewhere between 100 
and 1,000 asymptomatic people who 
are H.I.V. positive. The virus which 
causes the disease is known as H.1.V.., 
Human imunodeficiency virus. These 
symptom free patients can spread the 
disease. A.|.D.S. is believed to have 
developed among African Green 
Monkeys in Central Africa. In America 
it was discovered there is a very high 
incidence of A.I.D.S. amongst Hasian 
homosexual males. A.I.D.S. attacks 
the blood cells known as the T helper 
cells (T for Lymphocytes). 

Everyone is suseptible to A.I.D.S.. 
The deciding factor is whether you 
come in contact with the Virus. Cer- 
tain groups have a much greater in- 
cidence of the disease. The following 
groups have a high incidence of the 
disease: Homosexuals, |.V. drug 
abusers, prostitutes and Hasians. 
some researchers currently feel the 
disease is as frequent in I.V. drug 
abusers as in homosexuals. Among 
drug abusers, the disease spreads by 
the use of contaminated instruments. 

In 1985, a simple inexpensive 
blood test was developed to test for 
A.|.D.S. It is called ELISA. ELISA 
Stands for enzyme linked immino sup- 
presive assay. If a patient developes a 


positive test, another test is usually - 


done. Two positives strongly indicate 
A.|.D.S.. Then a more specific test is 
done called the Western Blot Test. A 
positive Western Blot indicats infec- 
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A patient may transmit the disease 
to others by sharing needles, sexual 
intercourse, intimate kissing and oral 
sex. It is thought hugging, kissing, 
social or dry kissing and mutual 
masterbation are safe. A.I.D.S. virus 


has not been found in tears. However, 


it has been found in saliva. Therefore, 
French kissing is a possible source of 
spread. Any combination of factors 
that spreads blood from patient A to 
patient B can account for the spread 
of the virus. Much is still to be learned 
about the transmission of this 
disease. Those people who develope 
A.|.D.S. die. It is a life threatening, life 
shortening disease. Thinking people 
are aware of the possibility of death 
from A.I.D.S. They are aware that 
Casual sex can result in death. Many 
patients are seeing physicians and 
being tested for A.I.D.S. before star- 
ting their relationships. 

The most important protection 
against A.l.D.S. is Knowledge. The 
disease is usually transmitted by sex- 
ual contact - use a condom. They are 
not 100 percent protection, but they 
certainly improve the odds against 
the spread of A.|.D.S. Oral genital sex 
is very hazardous. Sharing sexual toys 
is dangerous. Hugging, holding social 
or dry sex and mutual masterbation is 
thought to be safe. Know your sex 
partner. If it is a worthwhile relation- 
ship, nothing will be lost by having 
your tests done. Casual sex signifi- 
cantly increases the risk of A.I.D.S. 
Blood can contaminate both tooth 
brushes and razors. These shouldn’t 
be shared. Needles should never be 
shared or re-used. 

You must protect yourself. Think 
what A.I.D.S. can do to your life before 
you become involved in casual sex. Is 
a moment of pleasure worth losing 
your life? A.I.D.S. is a good argument 
for testing prior to the establishment 
of a relationship.

Being Enforced!

Chapter V, Article 4 
City of Romulus 
Ordinance #70-22 
Inoperable Motor Vehicle Ordinance 
An ordinance to regulate the out- 
door storage of inoperable motor vehi- 
cles in the City of Romulus and to pro- 
vide for the issuance of permits and to 
provide for penalties for the violation 
thereof. 
The City of Romulus ordains: 
Short title: Inoperable Motor Vehicles 


Section1. Storage of Inoperable Mo- 
tor Vehicles or Parts Thereof. 

It is hereby declared to be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to 
store, place or permit to be stored or 
placed any inoperable motor vehicle 
or any parts of a motor vehicle on land 
located in the City of Romulus, unless 
said inoperable motor vehicle or part 
or parts of a motor vehicle shall be 
kept in a wholly enclosed garage or 
other wholly enclosed structure; pro- 
vided, however, than any owner or oc- 
cupant of said land may store or permit 
to be stored one such inoperable mo- 
tor vehicle for a period not to exceed 
forty-eight (48) hours if such a motor 
vehicle is registered in his, her or its 
name; and provided further, that any 
such owner or occupant, in the event 
of hardship and upon payment of the 
fee hereinafter provided, may securea 
permit from the Building Inspector of 
the City of Romulus to extend such 
period of forty-eight (48) hours for an 
additional period of not to exceed one 
(1) week for any one such inoperable 
motor vehicle. This ordinance shall not 
be construed to permit the parking or 
placing of inoperable motor vehicles 
on any street area in the City or in any 
front, back or side yards in the City of 
Romulus. 

Section 2. Permits. 

Upon application duly made by the 
registered owner of a motor vehicle 
and upon a showing of hardship which 
can be eliminated by an extension of 
time as herein permitted, the Building 
Inspector of the City of Romulus is 
hereby authorized to issue the permits 
referred to in Sec. 1 hereof. No such 
permits shall be granted for succes- 
sive weeks for any one motor vehicle. 
A fee of Five Dollars ($5.00) shall be 
collected for each such permit so Is- 
sued, and shall be paid into the gener- 
al fund. 

Section 3. Definitions. 

(a) Motor vehicles are hereby de- 

fined as any wheeled vehicles which 


be aware of. Hopefully, this will help 
you in understanding your rights and 
responsibilities as a Romulus citizen. 


are or are intended to be operable as 
self propelled vehicles. 

(b) Inoperable motor vehicles are 
defined as motor vehicles which by 
reason of dismantling, disrepair or 
other cause are incapable of being pro- 
pelled under their own power, or are 
unsafe for operation on the streets and 
highways of this state because of ina- 
bility to comply with the State Motor 
Vehicle Code. 

(c) Recreational vehicles are de- 
fined as motor vehicles of the type 
commonly sold and used to engage in 


sporting or recreational activities and - 


not for use upon the public highways 
or streets. 

(d) Farm vehicle is defined as a 
vehicle designed and used primarily as 
a farm implement for drawing plows, 
mowing machines, and other imple- 
ments of husbandry or a vehicle de- 
signed for agricultural purposes and 
used exclusively in agricultural opera- 
tions. 

Section 4. Construction. 

This ordinance shall not be con- 
strued as repealing any ordinance now 
in effect or hereafter made effective 
relating to the keeping of rubbish, lit- 
ter, garbage, refuse, trash or junk, but 
shall be construed as supplementary 
to any such ordinance as well as to any 
statutes of the State of Mich. relating 
thereto. _ 

Section 5. Nuisance. 

The presence of an inoperable mo- 
tor vehicle or parts of a motor vehicle 
in violation of the terms of this ordi- 
nance is hereby declared to be a pub- 
lic nuisance. 

Section 6. 

The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not be construed to require a per- 
mit for the maintenance and storage of 
recreational or farm vehicles. 
Section 7. Penalties. 

Violation of this ordinance shall be 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00), or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period not to exceed 
ninety (90) days or both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Section 8. Severability. 

The provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby declared to be severable, 
and if any clause, sentence, para- 
graph, section or sub-section is de- 
clared to be void or ineffective for any 
reason, it shall not affect any other 
part or portion hereof.

Reading a ‘“How-to-do-it”’ 
book may give you enthusiasm, but

4. Trying to prove that you’re still a 
young buck soon shows your true 
age! If you are in great shape, then go 
for it. If you aren’t, let someone else 
be the hero. You build yourself up s-|- 
o-w-l-y until you get in shape. 

5. If you think you’ve hurt yourself 
then carefully weigh the advantages 


and disadvantages of continued play. .

Sion One way or the other. 

6. Sports are designed to be en- 
joyed. If you’re not having any fun, 
find out why! Or, try something else!
